Hut with 
a little more experience, It will be 
os natural to mark ballots with fig¬ 
ures as jt has heeij with crosses.”

Marehant took it back to the clerk 
and got another.

The next man to come up anii 
spoil his ballot was Mayor Porter. 

“The instant I marked a cross on 
my ballot I realized that I had made 
a mistake," the Mayor explained. "It 
is hard to overcome old habits." 

With only two candidates to vote 
on in the Mayoralty race nearly 
seven per cent, of the ballots were 
spoiled.

Explains Why in Opposition. 

R. E. CoUis said he Wished to make 
plain he was not anxious to appear 
as endeavoring to defeat anything for 
the good of Saanich, which is prop¬ 
erly explained and understood by the 
electors. 

It was in an effort to understand 
an improperly presented matter that 
he first delved into the bylaw. He 
had no intention of keeping from 
Gordon Head residents a service they 
had asked for, and offered to pay for 
on such generous terms. He did 
object when he found that service 
presented in such a bylaw accom¬ 
panied by such a document of esti¬ 
mates. 

He had been told. “Mr. Collis, it 
will not be good for you to oppose 
this bylaw." What I am doing is for 
municipal righteousness. “There are 
some things we learn at our mother's 
knee, and righteousness exalteth a 
nation,” he said. 

When the proposal to extend the 
system was made In such excellent 
terms ns offered he began to look 
into it. his present position being the 
result. 

Taking up Reeve Watson’s state¬ 
ment in The Times that subdivision 
made it possible to get the present 
system. Mr. CoUis agreed, amj also 
endorsed the statement that laterals 
were the paying feature of a water 
system, but doubted if Gordon Head 
would have such a system of supply 
services in many years (o come. 

He then utilized a black board to 
make the demonstrations already ex¬ 
hibited In other parts of Saanich, 
claiming that with the present front¬ 
age tax on the existing system suf¬ 
ficient revenue will accrue to pay 
for needed extensions without any 
bond issue. He claimed that the 
funds so available are what Is being 
relied upon to finance the system as 
a whole, penalizing the present area 
for the benefit of Gordon Head. 

G. A. Vantreight protested that 
Mr. Collis was endeavoring to es¬ 
tablish a claim, on behalf of Wards 
Two and Seven, to ownership of a 
system which is the property of all 
Saanich. 

Mr. CoUis denied this, saying^ his 
aim was to show that the present 
area needed n<^ loans for extensions 
if Its profits arc not tampered with. 

Mr. Vantreight said Saanich as a 
whole financed the present service 
and Saanich as a whole was en¬ 
titled to extensions. 

Mr. CoUis replied that the present

The Reeve 
stated my memory was poor, but 1 
can assure him my eyesight is ex¬ 
tremely good and I cannot find any

No job was too hard for 
him to tackle, no debtor too callous for 
Dun to prick hi* conscience or shame 
him Into payment in one way or an¬ 
other.

Then 
If the debt was still unpaid and there 
was no doubt that the obligation should 
be met. Dun would adopt the stratagem 
of dressing In some outlandish costume, 
n scarlet cloak or a pair of green tights, 
so as to make himself ns conspicuous 
as possible. Thus attired, and ringing 
a bell In order to further proclaim the 
reason for his visit, he would return 
a third time, and It was seldom that 
the debtor withstood more than one of 
these public announcements of his de¬ 
linquency.

It became common In such cases to 
say. “You’ll have to aend Dun for your 
money,’’ or ’’You'll have to Dun him 
to get It.” and the expression persisted 
long lifter the constable himself was 
dead and forgotten.

ment to give it. Premier Oliver ex¬ 
plained to-day. 'Bfce Civil Service 
Act says that the civil servants who 
have been in service for certain 
periods may have their salaries rais¬ 
ed at the end of each year if the 
Government recommends and the 
Legislature votes the money. 

“But there Is no mandate for a 
statutory increase." said the PrVmicr. 
"The Act does not say that the in¬ 
creases must be given every year. If 
no increase were given this year, civil 
servants would lose nothing. They 
would simply not be getting an in¬ 
crease on what they are getting now. 
If the cost of living continues to go 
down they will be that much better 
off than last year.” 

Civil Servants Get Busy. 

This does not satisfy civil servants. 
Members of the Provincial executive 
of the Civil Service Association have 
been summoned to Vancouver from 
all parts of the Province. They will 
meet there Saturday afternoon to see 
what can be done about the salary 
question. Superannuation allow¬ 
ances for civil servants and the for¬ 
mation of a one big national union of 
Municipal, Provincial* an<$ Federal 
employees, which was urged by the 
Victoria branch early this week, will 
also be tuken up. 

Want Service Increases. 

Civil servants take the stand that 
provision for a statutory raise is in 
the Civil Service Act not to cover in¬ 
crease In the cost of living, but as a 
reward for continuity of service and 
a recognition of the employee’s in¬ 
crease in ability, experience and 
value for the Government. T^hey 
point out that the b(%us was urged 
to cover the cost of living and it was 
proposed that the bonus, if given 
should be dropped as the cost of liv¬ 
ing decreased. But the bouus was in 
no way to affect the statutory in¬ 
crease which are the natural in¬ 
creases employees in most work get 
at regular Intervals as they become 
more proficient. Civil servants are 
to put the salary Increase question up 
to the Government in this light. 

Publjo Has False View. 

•■The Government Is not wholly to 
blame in this,” sa'id one prominent 
civil servant, who is not alhewed to 
peftnlt his name to be used. “To a 
certain extent the Government is 
forced to keep down civil service sal¬ 
aries by the attitude of public. 
Why, a lot of people think of the 
civil grlwunts as nothing but a horde 
sitiihg in fat, cushykjobs over in njpe 
offices in the Parliament Buildings, 
while everybody else j« struggling »o 
make ends meet or is out of a job al¬ 
together. The public never heard of 
the confining and wearisome work 
done by civil servants at shockingly 
low salaries. »

"In the first place, we oppose the 
bylaw on the grounds that it is not 
fair to the municipality as a whole, 
for It has been proved and, admitted 
that i he system will not be able to 
pay for itself, and the present area 
will not be able to bear the burden. 
Thus the municipality us a whole will 
be compelled to bear the burden that 
the # people of Gordon Head are 
thrusting upon them. 

"The most important question in 
this present bylaw is, ‘Who is going 
to pay?* 

Any system to pay mopt have a 
sufficiently large luyo£ ™f laterals 
to levy a frontage rate upon. Jn the 
present area from the very com¬ 
mencement there were sufficient 
streets, laid out along which to put 
lateral plp^s. It ia on them that the 
frontage levied brings in the 
revenue. In Gordon Head not one- 
third of the land is subdivided, and 
there is consequently no street along 
which cheap lutterals can be laJd.and 
from which a good revenue can be 
obtained. „ 

"1 submit That the present area has 
paid simply because at . the outset 
there were the streets along which 
the laterals could be laid, and upon 
which a full eight cents per foot was 
charged. In the present area there is 
not at present sufficient subdivided 
property to serve with laterals, there 
Is, however, a main trunk many 
thousands of feet in length, that has 
to be paid for. and moreover there is 
not a sufficient amount of land that 
can be assessed ut the full rate of 
eight cents, for it is one of the terms 
that on such and whene there is a 
frontage of more than one hundred 
feet the rate charged will be eight 
cents per foot for the first hundred, 
and for every succeeding hundred 
only on©-third of the amount that 
was charg'd on the first hundred. 1 
ask the public to use common sense, 
how can a system pay when it is to 
bo assessed at that rate and when 
there will not be the laterals installed 
that are to bring in the revenue. 

"Again 1 say that It behooves the 
people of Saanich to taJ«e care how 
they vote on this measure. The 
R*ove admits that with the Water 
R\law them ip a possibility of sub¬ 
division of Gordon Head.

The past year has been a remark¬ 
able one for the Township of Es¬ 
quimau. for notwithstanding the 
rate was reduced by one mill the 
township was able to close the year 
with smaller liabilities than In for¬ 
mer years. The collection of taxes 
for the year resulted as follows: 

General taxes and rates, 90.90 per 
cent. 

Arrears and delinquent taxes, 71 
per cent.

The following are the views of 
Councillor Dooley on the reasons why 
the Saanich Council is submitting a j 
waterworks extension bylaw to the 
ratepayers:

Named For Geodetic 
Survey 


New Type of Craft to Be 
Watched With Interest 


Mrs, Martin Egan Went Out | 
on Russia Last Evening 


Imperator and Other Large 
Liners From 12 to 48 
' Hours Delayed 


Seattle, Jan. 14.—C&pL Richard B. 
Derickson has arrived from Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., to succeed J. E. Mc¬ 
Grath as chief of the United States 
coast and geodetic operations on the 
Pacific coast, including Alaska. Mc¬ 
Grath expects to be retired after hav¬ 
ing seen forty years of service. 

Capt. Derickson served as com¬ 
mander of thfe Gedney when that ves¬ 
sel was in the coast and geodetic 
survey. He was in Alaska waters 
from 1906 to 1913. He then spent two 
years in the Philippines as com¬ 
mander of the survey boat Pathfind¬ 
er. During the past four years he 
has been stationed at Washington, 
D. C., as chief of the section of field 
work. He was recently succeeded by 
Lieut. Commander F. H. Hardy, who 
has served for several years as com¬ 
mander of the U. S. S. Surveyor in 
Alaska waters. 

"The coast and geodetic survey 
will go ahead with its work in Alas¬ 
ka," said Capt. Derickson yesterday. 
"Another two seasons should see the 
wire-drag work along the main 
steamer roubOs completed, and then 
efforts wilI be turned to the drag¬ 
ging of the side passages." 

The wire drag is used to discover 
pinnacles which stand up from the 
bottom of the channels. The water is 
swept‘with the drag to a depth of 200 
feet. 

While inAlaskan waters, Capt. Der¬ 
ickson made detailed surveys’ of 


ms jcnariering agents, tne aihbkji 
Steamship Company has decided to 
put the new 6,000-ton steel motorship 
Kennecott. the only vessel of her type 
thus far flying the American flag. In¬ 
to world-wide trade with Puget 
Sound as her base of operations, and 
this decision means that for tho flrft 
time an American craft propelled by 
internal combustion engines will be 
tried out in competition with vessels 
of this type operated by foreign con¬ 
cerns. 

'•he decision to enter the Rennecott 
in *world commerce was made aftep- 
several conferences between the offi¬ 
cials of the Alaska Steamship Com¬ 
pany and the Thorndyke-Trenholme 
concern. It being understood that 
whenever the Alaskan service de¬ 
manded it and the Kennecott was on 
this Coast, she would' be temporarily 
used in the North. 

Ready in February 

The handsome new ship, which is 
generally styled the most up-to-dat£ ! 
motorship afloat, will be ready for 
service the latter part of February, 
and her first voyage, according to 
John H. Bunch, general freight and 
passonger agent of the Alaska Steam¬ 
ship Company, wil be in tho nature 
of a trial voyage to a Pacific Coast 
port or ports as cargo may offer. 

After this her chartering agents are 
empowered to fix cargo for any 
world port they may elect, and it is 
tho plan of the Thorndyke-Trenholme 
Company to prepare fof this voyage 
at once. 

The entry of this vessel into world 
trade is expected to have widespread 
results, for her owners and their 
agents feel confident that'this vessel 
will amply demonstrate tho efficiency 
and merit of this type of ship, as 
well as to satisfy ttyb skeptical that 
Americans can compete with any 
other nation in any style of ship. 

Interest Aroused 

Heretofore the Norwegians. Danes. 
Swedes and Dutch ship operators 
have enjoyed pretty much of a mon¬ 
opoly In the operating of this type of 
vessel, and the entry of the Kenne¬ 
cott Into competition with vessels 
owned by operators of those countries 
will be watched with keen interest. 

Herman W. Ross, vice-president 
and general manager of the Thorn¬ 
dyke-Trenholme Company, yesterday, 
commenting on tho selection of the 
Kennecott for the purpose, declared 
that in operating this vessel the ship¬ 
ping board schedule of freight rates 
would he adhered to at all times, 
there being no desire on the part of 
her owners to engage in any rate 
war. Both Ross and Bunch made it 
plain that It was the Joint purpose 
of the two companies to demonstrate 
the practicability of the motorship 
built by Americans and operated by 
local concerns. 

American motorships of wood con¬ 
struction have been operating „wlth 
more or less success for some time, 
but their size, much smaller than the 
Kennecott, has been a handicap. In 
the case of the Kennecott, she is a 
6.POO tons deadweight capacity ship, 
equipped with all the most modem 
freight handling devices, and there¬ 
fore amply commodious as to capa¬ 
city to favorably compete with 
motorships of other, countries. 


A passenger on the Empress of 
Russia, which cleared last night for 
the Orient, was Mrs. Eleanor Frank¬ 
lin Egan, wife of the well-known 
publicist, and herself one of the first- 
class woven authors of this day. 
Franklin Martin Egan began «hls 
Journalistic career on the staff of 
the Victoria papers and rose with 
meteoiHc rapidity to the heights of 
his profession/ Mrs. Egan is now on 
her nineteenth voyage across the Pa¬ 
cific. as special correspondent of The 
Saturday Evening Post. 

Her assignment is to investigate 
the famine in North China, ‘which 
she says, has already reached such 
proportions that 1,600 are dying dally 
and which, no matter what is done 
by way of relief must wljlfc out no 
fewer than 16,000,000 people in the 
next few months. 

"The famine is beginning to reach 
the rapidly cumulative stage and I 
am going direct to Peking Just as 
fast as 1 can travel In order to bring 
back, if I can, a picture of what 
sucj} a disaster really is," Mrs. Egan 
said. 

China Has Friends 

"I am to find out what the famine 
is, what causes it. what is being done 
to rMieve the situation, what can 
be done to prevent future recurr¬ 
ences and what the whole thing 
means to the friends of China,” she 
said. 

"We hear of these famines from 
time to time, and learn vaguely that 
they are terrible catastrophes, but! 
to the Anglo-Saxon mind the thought 
of 16,000,000 souls being snuffed in 
a few months from such a cause is 
appaling, and it is my assignment 
to present a picture of the situation 
fia it actually is." 

Sees Great Seaport 

"With this passage I shall have 
crossed the Pacific in every ship the 
C. P. R. has or ever did have,' she 
said. "I went firRt in the old Em¬ 
press of China, but this will be my 
first voyage, in the Russia. When 
I came to Vancouver for my first 
sailing there was nothing but a 
little wooden hotel and Vancouver 
was a couiffry village—nothing more. 
My Inst visit here in 1917, after 
more than ten years’ absence, was 
a revelation." 

Mrs. Egan began her Journalistic 
career at the age of 19 as an occa¬ 
sional contributor to Leslie’s. She 
soon became a permanent member 
of the staff of the magazine and has 
steadily risen to her pre-eminent po¬ 
sition among American magazine 
writers. , 

It was Mrs. Egan who wrote the 
story of the death of General Maude 
in Mesopotamia. She was at the time 
the only American correspondent 
with that great expedition. 

Says Daniels Is Bluffing 

She was much impressed with the 
electric quality of the leadership of 
General Maude and said she con¬ 
sidered it a great privilege to have 
been the one who was able to see 
the dramatic events of that campaign 
from the perspective of a non-mili¬ 
tary Occidental. 

In a discussion on general topics 
Mrs. Egan came to mention Anglo- 
American relations and the proposal 
for a big navy in the United States. 
That suggestion emanating from 
Secretary Daniels she described as 
pure bluff. 

"When the people of the United 
States refused to accept President ! 
Wilson’s League of Nations he and 
his Government simply turned like 
children and tried to frighten them 
by saying. Well, then, you’ll have to 
Pay 800 billions for the largest navy 
In the world.’ Now, even If the 
United States did need a big navy 
Josephus Daniels would not be the 
man to see it. for he is a pacifist, and 
It Is never intended that an^ such 
programme be embarked upon in abr 
country.” said Mrs. Egan. 

On another point somewhat akin 
she said: "Many English papers are 
talking about the so-called American 
impression that Britain’s alliance 
with Japan is an offensive alliance. 
There 1 h no such impression in the 
United States. Our people know bet¬ 
ter than that." 

After visiting Peking. Mrs. Egan 
will Journey to the Philippine Islands 
where she and her husband lived for 
fiv* years, when he was with the As¬ 
sociated Press and also for a time 
editor of The Manila Times.

How five Australian firemen. In 
search of some of tho pleasures of 
life in this port, held up a trans¬ 
pacific passenger liner waiting at 
the dockside for them to sail, was 
told to-day by a leading customs of¬ 
ficial of this port. The Canadian - 
Australasian liner Marama, which 
took the sailing of the Niagara yes¬ 
terday from this port, was posted to 
clear from the Outer Wharf at 
twelve, noon, and all the passengers 
who had been granted shore leave 
were duly on board and waiting to 
start on their long voyage to the 
Antipodes. 

Ten minutes past twelv came and 
yet the ship did not move. twenty t 
minutes past and still no motion 
though the dock hands were stand¬ 
ing by to throw off the remaining 
cables ashore and free the big pas¬ 
senger liner for her run out. 

Five firemen, born in the country 
"down under" had walked off the 
Marama, and were then up town In¬ 
dulging in near beer, and other 
beverages as the opportunity offered. 
The remaining Australian firemen 
refused point blank to put to sea 
without their mates, and so the pas¬ 
sengers waited. 

Police Come to Aid. 

About 12.30 p.m., the master got 
in touch with the city police and 
the patrol wagon took Up a search 
for the recalcitrant party of fire¬ 
men. These were easily distinguished 
as they had been over-successful In 
their quest of the elusive two and a 
half per cent., and the five Aus¬ 
tralians, much wanted In the engine 
room of the Marama, were rounded 
up. After further discussion the fire¬ 
men were royally escorted on board 
the patrol wagon, and rode in state 
and merriment to the Outer Wharf. 

Underterred by the sudden Inter¬ 
ruption to their pleasurable engage¬ 
ment the firemen marched aboard 
.pinging and chatting gaily with the 
deck mates, one man taking an 
dvldent delight in repeating to all 
within hearing, "Ah ha. they could’nt 
sail without me." When the firemen 
on duty discovered that all their 
mates were aboard they consented to 
permit the ship to get away, and 
the Marama put to sea. one hour and 
fifteen minutes late, leaving on her 
southbound run at 1.15 p.m. 

The remarkable coolness of the 
recalcitrant firemen might be ex¬ 
plained by the fact, that a strike is 
now in progress in Australia, in 
which firemen and stewards of some 
of the ships have asked for higher 
wages. Tho Niagara and the 
Makura. also of the Canadlan-Aus- 
tralasian line are held up by strik¬ 
ing men aF Sydney, It was learned 
to-day, and that the company is op¬ 
posed to making any settlement. 

The Sequel. 

The firemen will be assessed tho 
cost of the patrol ride, which is to 
be transmitted by wireless to the 
ship at sea from the lqcal police 
station. On leaving their gallant 
escort the five firemen shook hands 
cordially with the local bluecoats.
